Below is an update on various coal ash issues from Jeremy, following up on Kristi's email from last week. 


Alternate Drinking Water 























Duke Energy must provide an alternative source of drinking water—municipal water hookup or a water filtration 
system—for homes within a half mile of a coal ash pond. DEQ has established filtration-system performance 
standards consistent with ground water standards for various constituents. DEQ is evaluating what the appropriate 
drinking water options are for residents located near the Roxboro, Mayo, and Belews Creek power plants. Duke 
Energy thinks filtration is the only option for these residents because of cost and technical issues. DEQ evaluating 
Duke Energy's position. 

Litigation 

DEQ is in ongoing negotiations with the Southern Environmental Law Center (SELC) overSELC concerns with 
provisions of a waste water discharge permit for the Marshall plant's coal ash pond. SELC contested the discharge 
permit in 2016, and the case has been stayed in OAH while DEQ and SELC negotiate. The parties have come to 
agreement on many issues, and DEQ anticipates public notice and comment on the resolution in December or 
January. 

Duke Energy has been enjoined from allowing discharge from coal ash sites to impact surface or ground water. Duke 
Energy, SELC, and DEQ are in negotiations to establish implementation strategies that will ensure Duke Energy 
complies with the injunction, i.e., no further adverse water quality impacts from coal ashimpoundments. 

Site Assessments and Closure Plans for Coal Ash Impoundments 

N.C.'s Coal Ash Management Act (CAMA) requires that Duke Energy conduct comprehensive site assessments 
of coal ash impoundments. Duke Energy has completed the site assessments for its impoundments but submitted 
revised site assessments on October 31 for some sites. DEQ is reviewing these revised site assessments to determine 
whether to approve them. Once approved, Duke Energy will develop a closure action plan for each site, including a 
strategy for closing the impoundments in a way that avoids future water impacts. Closure options include cap in 
place, excavation, and other strategies. 

State permitting program 

DEQ is considering whether to develop a state permitting program that would meet state (CAMA) and federal 
(Coal Combustion Residuals) requirements for coal ash management. One option is for DEQ to continue implementing 
CAMA and let EPA enforce the CCR (no state delegation). Alternatively, DEQ could modify statecoal ash rules to 
comply with both CAMA and CCR and then ask EPA to delegate to DEQ the authority to implement the CCR according 
to the modified state rules. DEQ is evaluating which strategy to pursue.
